Despite the advances in medicine it was not 
until the time of William Harvey th a t th*' new 
theory of the circulation of the blood was ad- 
Vance*! which '.tai to revolutionize the science. 
H arvey was not only the greatest physician of 
his time, hut held a high social position, all of 
Which Iud ped him to convince the world of his 
new (Ii covery. 
Ile wa* born in I f*TH aud died in 
1667. 
H im famous theory of the circulation of tho 
blood was not announced until 1038. 
Harvey 
was a friend of the king and numbered among 
his patients some of the most famous men in 
Enflrlund, including Sir Francis Bacon. 
When 
H arvey announced his ie volution ary theory of 
the circulation of the blood it was met with a 
ate rill of criticism. 


Photography and the X-Ray 


Modern surgery has made it possible to dis­ 
cover many things about tile circulation of the 
blood. 
But it was not until th** perfection of pho­ 
tography in our own day that sci. ntists were 
abl* to watch the actual operation of the flow of 
th* Mood in the living body. 
The discovery of 
the X ray mad*- it po- ible for the physician to 
look directly through the living tissues of tho 
body aud watch th* flow of -lie life fluid. 
Many 
things which hail been hidden from science could 
now he explain. <1. 
Th* 
us* 
of the motion pictures camera In 
picturing tho flow of th*' blood bas opened a new 
era in the science of medicine. 
Th** X ray m a­ 
chine at best enabled only one or two people at 
a time to watch the action of the blood. 
There 
w as besides always n Ii tent dang* r of burning 
ta m in g such apparatus. 
The “movie” camera 
places this discovery at tin- disposal of all. 
It 
h possible, for instance, to display a motion 
picture of th. circulation of the blood to medical 
classes or audiences of thou ands and reproduce 
fur them tile details which heretofore could only 
be studied by small groups in the dissect mg room. 
The motion picture camera in connection with 
a super microscope ha 
proved invaluable. 
It 
n u k e s it possible not only to look through the 
eye of the most powerful micro o p e , but to re­ 
produce the actual movement of the blood. Ev< ry- 
one is, of course, fam iliar with th* corpuscle* 
of the blood and their action, but how- mar y hnvo 
ever seen them? 
They are so minute th at they 
can only be se* n with the aid of a very powerful 
SnicjYscope. 
Th*' diam eter of a human corpuscle 
is .0075 M M. 
Now a millimeter is about one- 
thirty-second of an inch long. 
In other words 
it would he necessary to put about 150 corpuscle* 
on top of each other to make a pile one-thirty- 
secumlth of an inch high. 


P utting Blood L ife on the Screen 


When a movie is projected on the screen these 
minute particles appear as large as one's hand 
and dance about in a v* ry lively fashion. 
They 
arc seen to be shaped like disk-' with beveled 
edge . 
One instantly recognizes the difference 
between the blood corpuscles of the human body 
and those of other animals, and between warm 
an.! cold-blooded animals.

Several var.eties of hardy birds are also 
found, wink in su*h a bone-dry territory it may 
Ie expected th at the human population is at a 
low ebb. 
Arabs, Moors, Jew s and Negr«*es jostle 
tach other en tho catavan routes and the fierce- 
looking Arabs who bring their produce to the 
Egyptian m arkets are probably the robbers and 
cutthroats in their desert home. 
It is impossible for trav e’ers to get off th® 
road, as the caravan routes are bordered with th® 
lories of countless camels which have fallen by 
the wayside during the thousands of years the*® 
trails bac * been traveled. 
However, it is possible 
th at the clamors of these dry people will some 
day cause the introduction of irrigation system® 
to make “ wet” territory of this vast scene of deso­ 


lation, as it is very productive where moisture i3 
obtainable. 
Th* 
desert of Gobi in central Asia, where 
bone-dryness has been the fashion for thousands 
of vi ara, I*- also a difficult place* to obtain a 
drink, 
its largest stream s cither vanish in th* 
sand or empty into salty lakes. 
C aravan routes 
from China to Russia are still im portant trad® 
channels, for the Russians insist th a t a si a voy- 
ag* destroys the flavor of tea. 
This great arid 
waste is Jfe(i0 nu es wide and 400 miles deep and 
the a'm ost rainless years since antiquity hav® 
parched its sands to the dryness thr.t drifts in 
gyrating rand waves and snuffs cut vegetation 
with its hot breath. 
You will know Arabia is a dry country upon 
looking at the map and seeing th at almost all 
its interior is labeled “ Arabian D esert.” 
Here 
the tem perature g* * s up to 135 and most of th® 
people wear scarf-like draperies on their hats as 
additional protect ion from the boiling hot sun. 
Many of the rivers never reach an ocean outlet 
but lose th iir moisture in the burning sand and 
dwindle down to nothingness. 
** 
The desolate dry regions of central Australia 
are bone dry to the limit. 
One section of the 
coast dots not boast of even a rivulet to empty 
into the ocean. 
The lowest p arts are occupied 
by saline mud lakes, bake.I and cracked with ex­ 
cessive sun heat. 
Rainfall is practically nil and 
scrubby bushes are about aii the plant life seen 
in these regions. 
Though not a native of Aus­ 
tralia th-* camel has been introduced as a pack 
anim al in these stretches of waste, for he can go 
without “d rink ” for u week.

The Dingo Dog

U E dingo dog is the name given to the wild 
canine of A ustralia. 
He is to that country 
w hat the wolf is to eastern Europe or the 
coyote to the United States. H unting with a pack 
or alone, he is a constant menace to A u stralia’;® 
chiel industry, the breeding of sheep. 
Many are the schemes devised for the dingo’s 
ext* connation, but his capture or death is a com­ 
paratively ra re occurrence when set against his 
constant depredations. 
There are dog trappers 
who spend their whole time trying 
to 
catch 
d r;go-;, men who have studied every aspect of 
their work anil who spare no pains and avoid no 
hardship in a continual w arfare with the wile 
and cunning of this sheep slayer. 
Although the dingo is met with from time to 
time in almost every p a rt of the A ustralian bush, 
his principal ha! flat is the rough rang - country 
in the centre and north of New South Wales and 
the iii up dark scrubs of Queensland. 
A he dog tra p p e r’s life is of the loneliest kind. 
For weeks, perhaps months, he camps in the 
desolate ranges, setting his trap s and watching 
v-.th ready rifle in t h * moonlit night for a chance 
sh t at t ile * nanny. 
In the bush there is a prico 
on the head of every dingo. In some p arts a dingo 
is worth $T-0 or even $75 to the man who delivers 
his scalp to the pastoral board or to the squatter. 
This is made up by sums contributed by th® 
sheep breeders and allowed by the district coun­ 
cil-. to generally recognized an enemy is the wild 
dog. 
VV ith SU Cli handsome emoluments to en­ 
courage him, the professional dog trap p er is not 
casoy daunted, and his patience and p er-everanc® 
are remarkable. 
Sometimes he may get as many 
as three or four dogs in a week, but as a rule he 
is doing very well if he gets three in 
thre® 
months. 
For the most p a rt the dingo confines his m ur­ 
derous attacks to sheep and weakling calves, but 
in the far-out Queensland districts, where large 
packs travel together, hunger has been known to 
make them bold enough to attack men in their 
lonely camps after the m anner of wolves. 
The dingo never barks, but his weird howl is 
a fam iliar sound in the bush at night, and is 
bloodcurdling in the extreme, K in g especially 
trying on the nerves of the newcomers in tho 
camps. 
Owing to the dingo’s cunning and sw ift­ 
ness in changing quarters, he holds his own 
and is likely to do so for many s day to come, 
even though the very generous price set upon his 
head should be doubled or trebled.
